TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
TICKHILL  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Urban  District  in  accordance  with  my 
statutory  duty. 

The  vital  statistics  compared  favourably  with  those  for 
other  Urban  Districts  in  the  West  Riding,  except  with  regard 
to  the  death  rate  for  tuberculosis. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  low,  apart  from 
measles,  which  attained  its  four-yearly  peak.  The  position 
with  regard  to  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  smallpox 
remained  satisf actor}7. 

The  reports  of  Mr.  Haslam  as  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
of  Mr.  Bowett  as  Inspector  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods,  are 
incorporated.

POPULATION: 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  home 
population  was  2,560  which  is  10  less  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

BIRTHS: 

The  number  of  live  births  at  40  was  2  less  than  in  1953. 

DEATHS: 

31  deaths  from  all  causes  were  recorded,  2  less  than  in 
the  previous  year.  The  general  death  rate  fell  from  12.8  to 
12. 1.  Of  the  total  deaths,  13  were  due  to  diseases  of  the 
heart  or  blood  vessels,  2  to  tuberculosis,  8  to  neoplasm,  1  to 
bronchitis,  nil — motor  or  other  accidents. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY: 

There  was  no  maternal  death  during  1954  for  the  seven¬ 
teenth  successive  year. 

INFANT  MORTALITY: 

There  was  1  death  of  a  child  under  the  age  of  12  months. 
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SECTION  B 

COUNTY  COUNCIL  SERVICES 

Tickhill  Urban  District  is  part  of  Health  Division  No.  28 
of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  all  the  nursing  services 
are  provided  from  the  staff  attached  thereto. 

HEALTH  VISITING: 

Miss  N.  H.  Stewardson  is  the  Health  Visitor  for  Tickhill 
(Telephone  No.  Doncaster  53997). 

HOME  NURSING  AND  MIDWIFERY: 

Nurse  Hawksworth  continued  to  devote  all  her  time  to 
the  Tickhill  area  of  the  Health  Division.  As  a  home  nurse 
she  attended  102  cases  during  the  year  and  made  1,207  visits, 
278  of  which  were  for  the  purpose  of  administering  hypo¬ 
dermic  or  intra-muscular  injections  only.  As  a  midwife  or 
maternity  nurse  she  attended  15  confinements. 

The  address  of  the  Nurse  is  5,  Common  Lane,  Tickhill 
(Telephone  No.  289).  Arrangements  are  made  to  cover  her 
holiday  and  off-duty  periods  by  other  nurses  and  midwives 
of  the  Division. 

HOME  HELP  SCHEME: 

Home  help  was  supplied  in  3  cases  representing  a  total  of 
210  hours  of  work.  Applications  for  such  help  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  Station  Road, 
Doncaster. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS: 

Routine  medical  inspection  was  carried  out  at  the  Infants’ 
and  Junior  Mixed  Schools  and  special  immunisation  clinics 
held  at  the  schools.  Defects  were  followed  up.  Some  children 
attended  at  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  and  Eye  Clinics  at 
Doncaster. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE: 

All  applications  for  this  service  should  be  .made  to 
the  Ambulance  Officer  at  Bentley,  Doncaster  (Tel.

WATER  SUPPLY: 

The  public  supply  is  provided  by  the  Doncaster  and 
Tickhill  joint  Water  Board,  which  has  proved  to  be  of 
excellent  quality  and  of  moderate  hardness  over  many  years. 
Out  of  the  831  inhabited  houses,  7 87  are  now  on  this  public 
supply;  the  remainder  are  outlying  and  are  supplied  by  private 
wells. 

No  shortage  of  water  was  reported  to  me  during  the  year. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE: 

Some  houses  in  the  Lindrick  area,  which  is  too  low  to 
drain  without  pumping,  and  others  in  outlying  parts  to  the 
total  number  of  48  are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewers. 
The  sewers  are  for  the  combined  purpose  of  the  drainage  of 
sewage  and  rain  water. 

The  new  sewage  works  are  modern,  consisting  of  one 
sedimentation  tank,  two  percolating  filters  with  sprinklers, 
and  six  sludge  beds.  Provision  for  storm  overflow  has  been 
made  by  use  of  the  old  sewage  works  at  such  times.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  overloading  does  occur  during  periods  of  heavy  rainfall 
owing  to  the  storm  water  being  mixed  with  sewage  in  single 
combined  sewers.

The  collection  and  disposal  of  dry  refuse  is  carried  out 
entirely  by  the  Council’s  own  workmen  and  equipment.

Disposal  is  chiefly  by  controlled 
tipping.

HOUSING 

Twenty  houses  were  inspected  for  housing  defects  and 
eight  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  As  a  result 
of  action  taken,  three  houses  were  demolished. 

16  flats  were  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  and  8 
houses  by  private  enterprise. 

The  Council  considered  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  circulars  relating  to  unfit  houses  and 
accepted  the  suggestion  of  the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary 
Inspector  upon  additional  assistance  to  carry  out  a  survey.

SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  District  Council  are  still  responsible  for  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  milk  retailers  premises,  and  of  the  retail  side  of 
producer/retailers.  There  are  seven  producer /retailers  and 
three  retailers  in  the  District. 

Premises  in  which  food  is  prepared  or  distributed  should 
be  registered  with  the  District  Council  and  are  subject  to 
certain  conditions  designed  to  allow  of  their  easy  cleansing 
and  to  promote  the  personal  hygiene  of  the  handlers. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  not  called  upon  to> 
take  any  action  with  regard  to  infected  cows,  milk,  farms  or 
infected  food  handlers. 

No  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  food  poisoning  were 
brought  to  our  notice. 


Meat  &  Other  Foods — Report  of  Mr.  J.  Bowett,  M.R.C.V.S. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Meat  and 
Other  Foods: — 

During  1954  weekly  visits  were  paid  to  the  butchers 
shops  in  Tickhill  and  the  past  high  standard  of  cleanliness  had 
been  maintained. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  three  slaughterhouses  were 
used  for  the  home  killing  of  meat,  these  were  inspected 
weekly. 

In  my  opinion  the  slaughtering  arrangements,  and  the 
meat  position  generally,  are  quite  up  to  standard  and  very 
satisfactory.
